THE DUKE OF ARGYL’S ATTEMPTS TO:EX- 
PLAIN THE IRISH QUESTION. 


Much Amusement Caused by the Noble 
Tory’s Ignorance of Historical Facts— 
President Carnot’s Hunting Party at 
Marly—Sarah Bernhardt’s Reception in 
Honor of Her Son’s Marriage—Special 
Envoys Honored by the Pope—Boycett- 
ing the Police in Ireland—Foreign News.

Loxpox, December 30.—The Duke of Argyll 
is causing much amusement by the fictions he 
solemnly puts forth as his own. The Tory 
Duke is a cold, unsympathetic politician, 
unpopular in the House of Lords Dy 
reason. of his distant, condescending 
airs aud inordinate egotism. He is no 
statesman, but has a certain faculty 
of destructive criticism, which he uses to 
write big books which nobody reads. Heis 
against every imaginable proposal by 
responsible politicians. It has been said if he 
had been alive at the time ot the creation of 
the world it would have had in him an 
uncompromising opponent. He has recently 
been enlightening the world about the history 
of the Ih question, trying to show that the 
traditional policy of the Whig party is opposed 
to Gladstone’s present policy. He referred 
specially to Fox and argued that as Fox never 
voted against union, he must have been favor- 
able te it. It is strange that a man 
who sets up as a historian can 
be so ignorant of the period he writes about. 
Fox was notin Parliament when union was 
carried, but publicly spoke inthe strongest 
terms against the project. The whole 
scheme. he said, ‘‘rests on the false, abom- 
inable presumption that the English can 
legislate. for the Irish better than 
they «Gan for themselves. The principle 
is founded onthe most arrogant despotism 


and tyranny.’’ A few years later, on being 


returned to the House of Commons, he 
uttered language equally strong in the ca- 
pacity of member. But facts do not much 
trouble men like Argyll.

THE ANTI-VACCINATIONISTS. 


The anti-vaccinationists are jubilant over 
the result of an outbreak of small-pox in Lei- 
cester. Leicester is the headquarters of the 
resistance to cOmpulsory vaccination. The 
late Peter Taylor, Member of Parliament for 
that city for years, advocated the abolition of 
the present law. It has been alleged that small 
pox had completely disappeared there and no 
deaths were reported. Nine persons have 
now been attacked, only one of whom is un- 
vaccinated; the others were vaccinated. One 
of them, and this the worst case, was twice 
vaccinated. The patients were promptly 
isolated. These statements, however, are not 
yet officially confirmed.

A FINE DAY’S SPORT AT MARLY. 


Where President Carnot and His Friends 
Go Hunting. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, December 30.—I went down to Marly 
Wednesday morning to witness President 
Carnot’s shooting party. The keepers, after 
assuring themselves that I carried noarms and 
after examining my papers, not only allowed 
me to pass, but told me which where the lixe- 
liest spots from which to see the sport ofthe 
President and his company. It was a bitterly 
cold day, the snow lying knee-deep. Every 
tree looked like a Christmas tree and was so 
heavily laden with snow as to render its 
species unrecognizable. Snow fell at inter- 
vals throughout theday. Here and there 
were trees marked with splashes of red 
paint, doomed for the ax. On a little hill from 
which a good view can be obtained stands a 
little kiosque, and it was thither that Presi- 
dent Carnot drove up, accompanied by his 
friends. I had no difficulty in recognizing the 
portly M. Faillieres and the gallant Gen. 
Brugere. The President was attired in a 
sportsmanlike suit of tweed and carried a 
double-barreled hammerless gun. At some 
yards distant from the kiosque stood a group 
| of some fifty beaters, and it was to these that 
‘Col. Lichtenstein walked, accompanied by 
Gen, Brugere, who has all the shooting ot the 
Marly preserves under his direction. 
Numbers were then distributed, beats as- 
signed and orders given. Marly, by the way, 
and the part ot the Park of Rambouiliet are 
the only state preserves reserved for the use 
of the President. The maintenance even of 
these is so heavy a drain on this small budget 
of the Elysee, that President Grevy was more 
than once ofa mind to give up his pleasure 
and ite cost. Marly is a long, narrow strip of 
forest fifteen kilometres long at its longest, 
andthree kilometres broad at its broadest 
point. Itis wonderfully rich in game. Ducks, 
pheasants and hares abound.

Yesterday’s 
tableau, so far as I saw it, was a very fine one.

There is no truth whatever in the statement 
that President Carnot sent the Pope an auto- 
graph letter of congratulations and presents 
on the occasion of his jubilee. This statement 
had given rise to much comment. The Presi- 
dent’s good wishes were expressed through 
the proper official channel, and itis certain 
that President Carnot will make no mistakes 
in matters of etiquette.

Paris, December 30.—The event of yesterday 
was the marriage of Maurice Bernhardt with 
Princess Terka Jablonowsk!i. The religious 
ceremony attracted a considerable crowd to 
the little church of St. Honore-d’Eylau, which 
is quite close to the house where Victor Hugo 
died. The bride, a tall brunette, whose well- 
marked regular features and dark eyes gave 
her an Italian look, was dressed in the con- 
ventional bridal fashion. Sarah, on whom all 
eyes were directed as she walked up the aisle 
on the arm of her son, wore a slate colored 
dress trimmed with black fox, a gray mantle 
and a rose tinted bonnet. The great 
tragedienne looked not only re- 
markably well, but also phenomenally 
young. It is years since she has been in such 
health and spirits, and the general remark 
was that she herself looked young enough to 
have been the bride. The ceremony had, of 
course, nothing to distinguish it from any 
ordinary wedding oxcept that the music was 
of unusual excellence and that before the 
service began an official of the church made | 
an utterly unnecessary appeal to the congre- 
gation to keep silence as they were in a sa- 
cred edifice.

Mr. Gaiennie 
stated that a properly signed petition had 
been presented to him asking that the Ex- 
change be adjourned over Saturday, De- 
cember 31. In the meantime the 
chief magistrate of the State had 
passed to the other shore, and he thought it 
proper that the business men of St. Louis 
should pay respect to the memory of the man 
who had faithfully fulfilled the duties of Chief 
Executive. John 8. Marmaduke was 
gman of strong convictions, It had been his 
pleasure to hear him when he accepted the 
nomination at the hands of the Democratic 
party. He said at that time that he would 
not, perhaps, give the people a brilliant 
administration, but he would give them one 
that was honest, economical and faithful: 
and well had he kept his word. Many who 
had been opposed to him when he entered 
upon the duties of his office were now willing 
to credit him with their honest execution.

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THE READING TROUBLE. 


Another Order to Strike Falls Fiat—All the 
Men at Work. 


READING, Fa., December 80.—The Conven- 
tion of Reading Railroad Employes, after a 
continuous session of nearly eight hours, ad- 
journed at 4:30 o'clock this morning and at that 
time decided to issué orders for a general 
strike to take place at 12 o’clock to-day. 
Every man in the employ of the Reading Com- 
pany, with the exception of passenger-train 


crews, trackmen and signal-tower men and 
is to go on strike, | 


crossing watchmen, 
and fifteen minutes after the meeting 
the signal was flashed across the wires to 
Philadelphia and Williamsport. The resolu- 
tion says that the men shall strike and remain 
out until the company shall agree to arbitrate 
ali differences. This includes the shop men in 
this city, who took the initiative in refusing 
to go out early this week, thus breaking the 
backbone of the strike at that time, and ev- 
ery man who belongs to the Knights. 


A resolution was also passed offering a re- 
ward of §2,000 for the arrest of any person who 
in any way destroys or injures any of the 
company’s property The order includes not 
only the hands on the main line, but over the 
whole system and Is to take effect N 

AN NOON TO-DAY. 

It is thought that the shop hands in this city 
will not obey the order. ter the adjourn- 
ment of the convention the miners beld a 
seperate session and did not adjourn until 5 
o’clock this morning. They transacted noth- 
ing definite in reference to striking, but 
agreed to give full financial and moral sup- 

ort to the strikers on the railroad. The 

huylkill Ooun delegation consists of 
125 delegates, and they, ost to a man, pre- 
dicted that the company’s 80,000 miners would 
strike ifthey were not continued the 8 per 
centadvance. The minersdid not decide to 
strike with the railroad men, because they are 
working by an agreement with the company, 
which is binding until January 1, and because 
they still have hopes that the company will 
continue the 8 per cent advance. 

PROBABLE EFFECT OF THE STRIKE. 
Chairman Lee of the Executive Committee 
before he left Reading this morning, declared 
that If a strike of miners did take place it 
would not only affectthe Schuylkill miners 
but those in the 2 coal fields as well 
as the Lehigh miners. He felt sure they would 
all remain firm, thus placing on strike at one 
time 100,000 miners, and nota pound of coal 
could then be mined. Last night’s convention 
consisted exakttly of 360 delegates, a majority 
of whom came from the coal regions, 
the Lehigh and Wyoming miners being also 
represented. The convention was entirely 
secret. Hardly a delegate arrived before sun- 
down last evening, and every one had disap- 
peared from the city. before daylight. The 
company’s officials in this city are not greatly 
exercised over the new order to the railroad- 
ers to strike. They say that the trains are all 
running on time; that they have all the men 
they want and others in reserve, and that the 
only danger is of a coal famine if the miners 

should strike. 
SYMPATHY FOR THE STRIKERS. 

The trades unions of Reading, composed of 
such bodies as the printers, hatters, molders, 

akers, carpenters, hod-carriers, cigar 
makers, barbers, etc., have organized them- 
selves intoa body known as the Trade and 
Labor Council, which, it is estimated, repre- 
sents 1,800 men. They do not affiliate with the 
Knights of Labor. Ata late hour last night 
after a lengthy meeting, the council passed 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That we, the Trade and Labor 
Council of Reading, do censure the Philadel- 
phia & Reading Company for their direct 
attack on organized labor and request all 
unions to extend their sympathies and aid to 
those directly injured by the company. 

Resolved, That we severely condemn the

venge. 
THE ORDEE FALLS FLAT. 

By 70’clock this morning every delegate to 
the convention had left Reading and departed 
for home. Capt. Linden, the well-known 
Pinkerton detective, passed through here 
to-day bound for the coal regions, where he 
will organize special officers to protect the 
— 4 property. None ot the 
employes on the road or in the shops in 
this city struck to-day in accordance with the 
order of the convention. It falls flat through- 
out this section and the only turbulent 
feeling is re from the coal regions. 
„We sent twenty coal trains into the regions 
and 2,000 load cars to tidewater, besides 
nearly one thousand three hundred cars of 
freight yesterday and last night, said Gen- 
— Dispatcher Bertolet ot this city this morn- 
ng. 

‘*Do 22 think there is a probability of a re- 
vival of the strike among your present force?’’ 

„No, sir, emphaticaily no. Why should 
they? The men all applied for work volun- 
tarily and itis not probable that they would 
act so foolishly. Oh, no, they are not made of 
that kind of stuff. The men we have pow are 
going to stay with us. 


Printers’ Strike Ended. 


CHICAGO, III., December 80.—The job and 
book printers’ strike has terminated and the 
defeated strikers are slowly returning to 
work. The non-union men are being dis- 
charged as fast as the strikers turn, not- 
withstanding most of the employing printers 
swore that not a man who came to their aid 
should ever be discharged to make way fora 
striker, no matter how good a worker said 
striker might be. The gradual end of the 
strike, or more properly, lock-out, is appre- 
ciated by the newspaper printers, and such 
job printers as were not involved in the gen- 
eral wreck. They have been paying weekly 
assessments of 10 per cent toward the support 
of the strikers, and were much relieved 
Wednesday when it was cut down to 5, o 
to the small number of strikers and the lib 
ald of other unions.

» INVESTIGATION COMMISSION. 


LEmteresting Abstracts From the Important 
Documents—The Majority Report Made 
by Messrs. Anderson and Littler Se- 
verely Censures Gould, Sage and Other 
Union Pacific Directors—An Easy Settie- 
ment Recommended — The Second Re- 
port by Gov, Pattison Favors Criminal 
Prosecution of the Directors—Commis- 
sioner Anderson Talks. . 


WASHINGTON, D. O., December %80.—The 
contents of the two reports of the Pacific Rall · 
d Commission now in the hands of the 
‘President have been the subject of more in- 
terest and speculation than any reports for 
many years back. Various newspapers have 
published alleged abstracts, which, as will be 
deen by the following accurate summary of 
the two reports, were mere conjecture and 
were altogether misleading. The Commission, 
as it will be remembered, was authorized by a 
joint resolution of the last Congress, prompted 
thereto by the exposures in the PosT-DIRPATCH 
of scandalous practices by directors of both 
the Union and Central Pacific roads. 
The President was instructed to appoint three 
Commissioners, who should report to him. 
As he explained in his authorized interview in 
September last, he gave to the make-up of the 
Commission very unusual thought and con- 
gideration.’’ He finally selected E. Ellery 
Anderson, the well-known Democratic lawyer 
of New York; ex-Gov. R. E. Pattison of Penn- 
syivania, who defeated the Cameron candidate 
in the same year that Mr. Cleveland was 
elected Governor of New York, and who 
might have been the Democratic candidate for 
President in 1884 had he then reached the con- 
stitutional age, and David M. Littler, a prom- 
ment Republican of Illinois. 

think the enery, tact, good judgment and 
fidelity of the three members,’’ said the Presi- 
dent to the PostT-DISPATCH correspondent in 
September, have shown it to be an ideal 
Commission.’’ 

THE WORK OF THE COMMISSION. 

The Commission certainly performed its 
work with extraerdinary zeal and industry. 
It held sessions in New York, Boston, Omaha 
and many other points along the lines of the 
two roads and their branches, and sat for a 
month ormore in San Francisco. The testi- 
mony taken fills eight large volumes, and two 
more volumes not yet printed will contain the 
reports of the expert and statistician of the 
Commission. There are two reports to the 
President, one signed by Commissioners 
Anderson and Littler, and the other by Com- 
missioner Pattison. The majority report con- 
sists of 130 pages and would fill fifteen col- 
ums or more of the Post-DISPATCH. 
The large part is a history of, the 
roads and of the Government’s finan- 
cial interest in them, together with 
copious references to the testimony taken 
and severe strictures on certain indicated per - 
versions of their trusts by Gould, Sage and 
other former directors of the Union Pacific, 
and by Stanford, Huntington, Orocker and 
Hopkins of the Central Pacific. It says that 
the Union Pacific seems to have passed out of 
the control and ownership of those responsi- 
ble for the perversions of trust and indicated 
frauds, which did such great injury to the road 
and impaired the Government lien, and that 
the present management seems to be honest 
and conscientious, both in respect to the in- 
terests of the stockholders and of the credit- 
ors.

The majority report is accompanied by the 
draft of a bill, and the latter part of the report 
itself elaborately discusses the provisions of 
the proposed act.

That the boards of directors of the two roads

The majority report, as said, discusses at 
much length each of these provisions. As to 
the first it pointe out that the only lien the 
Government now holds on the roads is a 
statutory lien, and that the legal difficulties in 
the way of enforcing a statutory lien are no- 
toriously many and uncertain. If the Gov- 
ernment secures a mortage on all the prop 
erty of the roads in addition to this statutory 
lien, even although it does not take prece- 
Gence of other mortgages, it may proceed 
directly on it whenever the company defaults 
on the 1 . of interest or the percentage 
into the sinking fund.

THE PACIFIC MANIPULATOBS. 


How the Commission’s Report May Affect 
Jay Gould. 


From the New York WORLD. 

Several months ago the WORLD published 
some inside facts as to the probable tenor of 
the report of the Pacific Railway Investigating 
Committee. In this statement the evidence 
that had been secured in regard to Jay Gould’s 
manipulation of the Union Pacific road was 
brought together, and a strong case made 
out against him. It was shown that while he 


was a director in the Union Pacific, after buy - 
ing up the Missouri and Kansas Pacific sys- 
tems, with the announced purpose of 
forming a * line to the Union Pacific, 
he had forced the Directors of the latter road 
to come to his terms, and milliens of dollars 
worth of stock for which he had paid compar- 
atively little was transformed into Union Pacfic 
stock at par. It was shown that he had prof- 
ited by his — 1 nearly 510, 000, 000, 
and that Russell Sage, Sidney Dillon and other 
Union Pacific Directors had shared to some 
extent in these profits. The intimation was 
given that the Commissioners would probably 
recommend that the Government bring suit, 
asapartnerin the enterprise, to compel the 
restoration of the money to the company. 

The St. Louis PosT-DISPATCH announced on 
Sunday that this is to be done. The statement 
is alleged to be made on the best authority. It 
ie said that the President hus determined to 
instruct the Attorney-General to bring suit 

ainst Gould, Sage & Co. to secure the return 
of the $10,000,000 which they are charged with 
having ae gad taken out of the coffers of the 
Union Pacific. It is further said that Presi- 
dent Cleveland has had several conferences 
with the Commissioners in the hope of being 
able to reconcile the radical reportof Com- 
missioner Pattison with the more moderate 
report of his colleagues, Commissioners An- 
derson and Littler, and that it is probable that 
but one report will be submitted to Congress. 
This alleged ‘‘official’’ statement, made in a 
Wall street paper that is regarded as the organ 
of Mr. Gould, is copied. 

„We are authorized to say that the Pacific 
Rallroad — ge ge Committee will report 
very favorably for Union Pacific, that the 
road isin excellent condition, that the debt 
— * to be extended fifty years at 4 per cent, 
and that honest men are running it. Of Cen- 
tral Pacific the report will say that the road is 
run down, business and equipment diverted, 
that the company does not want an extension 
and will recommend that if the company re- 
fuses an extension the Tnurman act be so 
amended as to take all the net earnings for the 
Government. Mr. Pattison recommends a 
Government receiver for both roads.’’ 

This story was submitted to Commissioner 
E. Ellery Anderson yesterday, and he was 
asked to say whether it truthfully outlined 
the reports of the Commissioners. When he 
had read it through he said: 

It would, of course, be very improper for 
me to divulge the contents of the reports that 
have been made. I may say this, however, 
thatin what you have shown me there is 
something oftruth and something of error. 
It is not strange that some things in the 
reports have leaked out, as they have now 
passed through more than a hundred hands.“ 

„Will you indicate, Mr. Anderson, which is

Receiver Thompson to Draw $18,000 and 
His Counsel $15,000—The Ceurt’s Views 
Elaborately Expressed—Mr. Haeussler’s 
Motion Sustained—The Figures, How- 
ever, Are Still Too High for Him and an 

Appeal Is to Be Taken—A Question of 
Taxing Costs. 


Judge Lubke helda brief session of court 
this morning in orderto hand down his anx- 
iously-looked-for decision in the Provident 
Bank case, relative to the matter of compen- 
sation for Receiver Thompson, and Boyle, 
Adams & McKeighan, his counsel. 
The payment ot the third div- 
idend is awaiting this conclusion, and 
the depositors are very desirous of receiving 
some money, the Receiver having $150,000 in 
hand, and the general supposition was that it 
would have been distributed erethis. The 
Court’s decision is summarized as follows: 


Exceptions filed by Herman A. Haeussler to 
the account of the Receiver are overruled and 
the credits taken bythe Receiver for dis- 
bursements specifi in the exceptions are 
approved. 

The original and amended objections filed 
by H. A. Haeussier to the wance to the 
Receiver and his counsel for their joint 
services on the basis of a commission equal to 
that allowed by the statute to executors and 
administrators are sustained,and the compen- 
sation of the Receiver for all his services, in- 
cluding payment of a third diviaend is 
fixed at $18,000, and the compensation 
of the KRecelver’s counsel, Messrs. 
Boyle, Adams & McKeighgan, for all 
their services rendered to date, and to inelude 
services in payment of the third dividend, is 
fixed at $15,000. 

The costs of filing, hearing and decidin 
the exceptions and objections are ordere 
taxed as costs in the cause, to be paid by the 
Receiver out of the funds in his hands, and the 
allowances above made are to be discharged 
as costs, taxable to the estate in the Receiver’s 
charge. 

THE EXCEPTIONS. 

The objections of Mr. Haeussler to credits 
claimed by the Receiver related to clerk-hire, 
attorneys’ fees for services of nen-resident 
attorneys in matters relative tothe assets, 
2 xpenses of the Receiver in visits to 
New York, and interest paid the Bank of Com- 
merce upon a note for — | borrowed by 
the Provident Bank before ite failure and 
upon collateral which exceeded in value the 
amount of money borrowed. It was shown 
that the amounts paid out were reasonable and 
necessary to the efficient winding-up of the in- 
solvent bank’s afrairs. With relation to the 
sum paid by the Receiver to Mr. Swain, the 
former Vice-President of the bank, for several 
months’ services rendered the Receiver 
in collecting the bank assets, adjustin 
its accounts, etc., the evidence was furnish 
Hd the exceptor himself, who © emg yen 
abandoned ali his exceptions save this and the 
Court cannot be 1 that it might arbi- 
trarily strike this item from the Receiver’s 
account.

AN APPEAL. 

The case will be appealed to the court of last 
resort, but it will involve no delay in paying 
the depositors as the sum allowed by the 
court for compensation can be reserved.

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THEY SHOULD PAY TAX. 


SIX MILLIONS OF GAS TRUST CERTIFICATES 


Opinion From Counselor Bell—Comp- 
troller Campbell Says the Certificates 
Are Not stock, but Are Evidences of 
Indebtedness—-How the Gas Companies 
Are Taxed. 


There is an immense partnership in St. Louis 
owning property represented by $6,000,000 in 
certificates which is not assessed for one cent. 

The certificate-holders do not believe their 
property can be reached by the As- 
sessor, and until to-day, when 
the attention of John J. O'Brien, 
President of the Board of Assessors, was called 
to this immense source of revenue by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, which has been hereto- 
fore neglected, he admitted that the sugges- 
tion was entirely new to him. 

The St. Louis Gas Trust, a gigantic monopoly 
which is now endeavoring to squeeze from 
the people dividends on immensely watered 
stock, is a partnership, an association of in- 
dividuals owning $6,000,000 worth of property, 
and is not assessed for one cent. 

The St. Louie Gas-Light Company, the Car - 
ondelet Gas-Light Company and the Water Gas 
Company pay taxes on the real estate they 
own. Stock in these corporations is exempt 
from taxation: but notes or ‘‘certificates’’ 
held in lieu of such stock are not exempt. 

The value of the property joined in the Trust 
was:

When this property had been placed in the 
hands of the Trustees appointed under the 
Gas-Trust agreement the water was added, 
which increased the total valuation of the 
properties joined to $6,000,000, and certificates 
were distributed to persons who had surren- 
ae thelr stock certificates in lieu of such 
stock. 

Virtually the owners of stock in either one 
of the three gas companies sold their stock 
and accepted notes from the Trustees in pay- 
menttherefor. This note or certificate is ne- 
gotiable paper and taxable. 

The Trust is not a corporation. Itisa part- 
nership governed as corporations are, but en- 
titled to none of the exemptions of invorper- 
ated bodies. 

The real estate of the joined companies 
alone pays any tax to the city. Notwithstand- 
ing thatthe immense valuation of $6,000,000 
has- been placed uponthe property, the city 
derives revenue on only a miserable fraction 
of that sum. . 
PRESIDENT O’ BRIEN 
when first asked, ‘‘Why are not certificates of 
the Gas Trust assessed?“ said: ‘‘The certifi- 
cates hold the same relation as a share of stock. 
When the Trust was formed the shareholders 
inthe companies exchanged their stock for 
certificates of the Trust. All manufacturing 
concerns are taxed directly, as provided by 
law, and shareholders are not assessed on 
their stock. In the case of the gas companies 
they are assessed by this office on their real 
estate, and their machinery, material, etc., is 
included in their manufacturer’s license.’’ 

„But the Trust represents more than the 
stock of the companies t into it. Its cer- 
tificates have been issued for stock, bonds and 
indebtedness of the Water Gas Company to 
the United Gas & Improvement Co. to nearly 
double the amount of stock and evidences of 
indebtedness putin. Why should not those 
certificates be regarded as notes? In what are 
they different?“

to be in existence when we began to assess for 
1887.

COMPTROLLER ROBERT A. CAMPBELL, 
who by reason of his position hasa super- 
vision of the assessment, a power usually em- 
ployed to relieve citizens of excessive tax- 
ation, but not limited to that alone, was asked 
if the certificates were not taxable by the city. 
J believe they are, and should be assessed.

HOW THE COMPANIES ARE TAXED. 

The three gas companies whose sharehold- 
ers are concerned in the Trust partnership pay 
taxes on $406,880 worth of real estate. he 
Water Gas Company owned no real estate, the 

roperty of the St. Louis Gas-Light Company 
s valued at $403,410, and that of the Carondelet 
Gas-Light#Company at $8,470. In addition to 
taxes on this real estate, each company pays 
a mapufacturer’s license, which var ac- 
cording to their product. This amount is 
not given out by the Collector,as the informa- 
tion-under which the license nted is fur- 
nished in confidence and a statement of the 
amount paid would furnish data from which 
rivals could calculate the amount of business 
done. However, the sum paid is not large.

A SINGULAR HOMICIDE, 


Policemag Smock Shot and Killed by Police. 
man Zeigler at Evansville, Ind.

EVANSVILLE, Ind., December 30.—One of the 
most singular homicides that ever took place 
in this city occurred at 2 o’clock this morning. 
when Policeman Joseph Zeigler shot and 
killed Abram Smock,a brother officer. The 
first intelligence of the tragedy was kur- 
nished to police headquarters by Officer 


Zeigler himself, who telephoned for the patrol 
wagon to come for the body of his dead cont- 
rade, which bad hurriedly been carried intoa 
mill near the scene of the shooting. Zeigler 
was placed under arrest, when he sadly re- 
counted the circumstances leading down 
to the tragedy. He was proceed- 
ing around his beat as usual 
when he espied two men harriedly leaving a 
house. He hastened toward them as they 
bounded into an alley, repeatedly demanding 
that they halt. He ss of his command, the 
men continued running, when he fired at the 
retreating forms. With a groan one fell and 
the other escaped. mn reaching the 
rostrate man to his horror Zeigler found that 
e had killed Abe Smock, one of the most 
trusted officers on the force. The other man, 
who had disappeared in the darkness, 
was found to de Policman Cahill.

: Mrs. Boyd, a Deserted Wife, Pays a Visit to 


the Destroyer of Her Domestic Peace

NEw York, December 30.—There was an un- 
usual amount of talk among the gossips of 
Jersey City over a war of words, blows, 
bricks, rawhides and cayenne pepper, which 
was waged on the doorstep of Mrs. Nellie 
Hamilton at No. 168Grand street, which has 
already resulted in two arrests and prepara- 


tions for a suit for divorce. Mr. John Boyd, 


the clerk of the Hudson Company Board of 
Chosen Freeholders, was followed by his wife 
to the residence of Mrs. Hamilton, who is a 
widow of four years’ standing. The wife did 
not succeed in unearthing her husband there, 
but she made her visit interesting to 
the widow, and to Mrs. Tolson, the mother 
,of the latter, while it lasted. Mr. Boyd 
has not lived with his wife since last 
May. He left their home on Eleventh street 
because of a dispute with his wife over Mrs. 
Hamilton or Mary Ellen Tolson, by which 
name she is better known. He established his 
wife and two young children in a flat at 210 
Pavonia avenue, agrecing to pay the rent and 
give her $12 extra each week. Mrs. Boyd be- 
lieved him to be altogether too attentive to 
Mrs. Hamilton. She followed him about on 
frequent occasions and to use her own lan- 
guage threatened to makea‘‘show’’ of him. 
She kept her word Wednesday. At o’clock 
in the afternoon she called atthe house on 
Grand street with her boy John, aged 14, and 
a Mrs. 
widow came to the door. Mrs. Boyd is a very 
stout woman of muscular appearance and 
Mrs. Hamilton is aslim and pretty brunette, 
possibly 80 years of age. When she saw Mrs. 
Boyd she fied to the upper story, calling her 
mother. The latter came down, ordered Mrs. 
Boyd to leave, and was soon in the thick of 
the fray. Mro. Boyd carried a cowhide and 
Mrs. Hamilton armed herself with a heavy 
cudgel. Some one used cayenne pepper with 
terrible effect. Mrs. Hamilton says it was 
Mrs. Boyd, while the latter declares it was 
aged Mrs. Tolson, the mother. 

ALL THREE WERE PARTIALLY BLINDED, 
Mre. Tolson most severely. After the tussle 
in the hall Mrs. Boyd tore open the blinds of a 
puxlor window from tbe outside and hurled 
two ice-covered bricks and an old shoe handed 
to her by her boy, through the glass. The 
panes were shattered and a costly lamp broken 
to pieces. After this Mrs. Boyd went up to the 
Gregory Street Police Station to give herself 
up, but Oapt. Farrier refused to hold her.

HIT HARD BY HEWITT. 


New York’s Mayor Denounces Secret Organ- 
izations and Demagogues. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aron. 

Nawe York, December 80.—It was the good 
fortune of the 150 merchants who went to the 
big dinner of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation Bureau in the Hotel Brunswick to 
hear one of those stirring and unexpected 
speeches that Mayor Hewitt seems fond of 
springing on public assemblages. The Mayor 
came in late and when President Ambrose 
Snow introduced him amid cheers, he said he 
would be more serious possibly than was the 
custom of after-dinner speakers, and launched 
into a stinging rebuke to the corporations and 
private citizens who obstruct the highways of 
thistown. He also paid his compliments to 
the Knights of Labor in a manner that brought 
the entire company to their feet and compelled 
them to give three cheers for the Mayor, with 
an enthusiasm rarely seen at public dinners. 
The Mayor also attacked the steam-heating 
companies for their disregard of the right of 
the publicto free use of the streets of the 
town. Hedidnot mention the corporations 
by name, but every merchant present knew 
what he meant and applauded te the echo. 
There was no mistaking his condemnation of 
the usurpation of power and the illegal use of 
it by the Knights of Labor inthis ringing ut- 
terance: 

Let it not be forgotten that property rests, 
not on force, but on law, aud any failure to 
enforce the laws is a direct attack on property. 
The conclusion is this; Common carriers have 
duties to perform. ‘These duties are well 
defined. They are the growth of a large ex- 
perience. They are your defense against 
oppression. Theduty ofthe common carrier 
is one of the rights of the citizen. It is the 
property of the public. Any attack, there- 
fore, on the common carrier is an attack on 
It is an attack on the essence of 
property. Bearing this in mind, let me ask 
your attention to the dreadful consequences 
that must ensue when a body of men known 
to the law, Dut not gndowed with the 
great seal of power; judges that sit on 
the bench and the juries called to 


construe the rights of one against the other, 
when a body of men sitting in secret arrogates 
to itself the powers of the common carrier and 
says ‘‘Thus far shalt thou go and no farther,’’ 
that, Isay, is an attack on the very founda- 
tion of social order. They are worse than 
burglars, worse than highwaymen, for instead 
of taking the property of the citizen they rob 
the whole community. It takes away from the 
fireside the fuel which is necessary for cook- 
ing the dinners of the workingmen; it takes 
away from the manufacturer the power which 
gives bread to the workingman; it stops the 
exchanges; it paralyzes human industries; it 
destroys the very foundations of society.

Will Dr, Hollifield Go te Join Dn Bera- 
A Newark Church Wants Him—A Fiat- 
tering Offer—The Week of Prayer—Dr.

Not satisfied with trying to get Dr. Niccolls 
away from St. Louls, the Tastern Presby- 
terlans are trying to throw a lasso over the 
head of another well-known preacher of thig 
city. When Rev. A. Nelson Hollifield, D. D., 
of the Grand Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
was East as a delegate to the National Alliance 
Convention at Washington, he supplied tk 
pulpit of the Third Presbyterian Church at 
Nawark, N. J., on the second Sunday in De- 
cember. His ministrations were so greatly 
enjoyed that at once the church session 
began to inquire concerning bis qualifications 
and work in St. Louls. The Third Church in 
Newark is without a pastor, Rev. Dr. Oraven, 
who had served it for thirty years, having re- 
signed a few months ago to take chargé of the 
Presbyterian Publication Society in Philadel- 
phia. It is a wealthy church, having a church 
lot worth §85.000 and an edifice upon which 
$75,000 was spent a few years ago. It has con- 
siderable real estate, from which it receives 
an income of about §7,000 a year. It 
also ons a fine parsonage on 
one of the best streets. The result 
of the investigations of the session was thata 
unanimous calito Dr. Hollifield was voted by 
the church this week, his salary to be $4,000 
and a parsonage worth $1,000 more. 

Dr. Hollifield was visited this morning by a 
Post-DIsPpaTCH reporter and asked about the 
probability of his leaving the city.

The 800 important transaction at thé an- 
nual meeting of the Second Baptist Church 
this week was the inauguration of the New 
England plan of ‘‘deacon districting.’’

Randolph. Messrs. L. k. Kline and W. E. 
Scott were — for deacons, but de- 
clined. The three deacons re-elected were: 
Mr. M. Page, J. W. Phillips and 8. M. Bemis.

A BUILDING BOOM 


ENJOYED BY ST. LOUIS DURING THE YEAR 
- JUST CLOSING. 


The Need of Better Legislation Strikingly 
Suggested By the Annual Showing and 
Frequent Occurrences in the Office of the 
Commissioner of Public Bulldings— False 
Estimates Made Almost Daily On the 
Costof Proposed Buildings—Some Costly 
Structures Erected in 1887—A Compara- 
tive Statement. 


The books of the Commissioner of Public 
Buildings show that during the year just clos- 
ing 2,962 permits to build were issued. The 
total cost of the structures was 
$7,798, 716. se figures by no means indicate 
either the exact number of buildings erected 
during the year or the cost of same. For want 
ot the proper attention from the Municipal 
Assembly, which directs and provides for 
all departments, this one is not at all as effi- 
cient as was contemplated in ite establish- 
ment. The small force of inspectors is en- 
tirely unable to discharge the duties expected 
of it, and the ordinances governing the de- 
partment are numerous, confusing and inade- 
quate. They are badly in need of a thorough 
revision. A common experience is to seca 
permit issued for the erection of a house al - 
ready under roof.

PORTLAND’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


Terrific Force of the Big Wave During 
Wednesday’s Storm. 


PORTLAND, Me., December 80.—It is evident 
that Portland escaped a great danger during 
the storm of Wednesday night. The gale 
struck Portland Head at 9:30 o’clock, at a time 
when, in this harbor, the wind seemed to be 
dying out. Up to that time, while the wind 
had been terrific, blowing fifty miles an hour, 
the rain falling continuously, Keeper Strout 


and his assistants, Joe and Gil Strout, had no 
idea that anything unusual was about to 


occur. 

It was very clear,’’ said Gil Strout yester- 
day, ‘‘and we could see a long way out 
through the rain, and when the great wave 
made its appearance we could see its white 
cap far out and could watch its approach.’’ 

Apparently the monster wave came in the 
Shape of a pyramid. It struck first against 
the outer line of rock, and at that time, when 
the fountains of the mighty deep seemed to 
have broken up, amass of water towered up 
even, as they believe, with the light-house 
itself. Between the line of rock extending for 
perhaps a hundred feet along the sea line and 
the shore, is an opening some forty feet deep, 
and varying from ten to twenty feet in length. 
This space was never filled with water until 
last night, when the giant wave broke and 
filled it from above. aves of ordinary size 
and power breaking and pressing behind 
added their strength to that of the monster 
and the entire mass was huried sixty feet 
above high-water mark against the engine 
boiler and foghorn house. The forceof the 
blow was such that the building, built as 
strongly/as possible, was bent, twisted and 
shattered. Great iron straps were snapped as 
though they had been pipe-stems, and the re- 
ceding wave carried with it everything on 
shore, including stones weighing tons. 

A farmer who lives on the shore of Cape 
Klizabeth, about two miles beyond the Head 
light, said: When the wave was coming in 
it made a fearful roar, but when it struck the 
cliffs itseemed as though it fairly smashed 
them to pieces. The force of the blow was 
tremendous. Another such gigantic blow 
. have done woeful damage along the 
shore.

IN A STATE OF AGITATION. 


The Claims of Clarksville, Ind., as an Inde- 
pendent Territory. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., December 80.—The people 
of the town of Olarksville, Ind., which is situ- 
ated about midway between Jeffersonville and 
New Albany, onthe Ohio River, are just at 
present in a great state of agitation from 
various causes. One isthe seizure of their 
streets by railroads ,the State and other parties. 
They believe that they are being hemmedin, and 
they mean to protest vigoronsly. A move- 
ment is now on foot among the people of that 
locality to organize, hold an election, send 
delegates to the National Congress, and de- 
mand admission aga territory or district under 
the old Virginia charter, which they hold is 
still in force.

Blue 
ribbons don’t buy oats, and stable-boys can’t 
be fed on silk purses, however finely em- 
broidered. Whatthe owners and trainers of 
the racer want in return for their out- 
lay of time and money and trouble is money. 
Here, in the strictest sense, money makes 
the mare go, and she won't go without 
money—she can’t go without it. She can’t be 
fed and she can’t be trained without it. And 
itisfrom the racing associations, of course 
that this supply must come. Small stakes and 
NN purses make small flelds and poor racing. 
tis an encouraging sign of the times, there- 
fore, when an old organization, so settled in 
its ways asthe Kentucky Association, shakes 
off its lethargy and goes in for liberal stakes 
and fat purses.

The 
enmity of Latonia to St. Louis is occasioned 
by the fact that an official there is 
a relative of a Kansas City official, and the 
Latonia official claimed that had President 
Green voted for Kansas City it would have 
been added to the list of the associations. The 
fact of the matter was that Kansas City did not 
have the slightest chance to get in, excluding 
any opposition on the part of Mr. Green.

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HUNTING FOR FUR. 


THIS PERILOUS PURSUIT IN THE NORTH- 
WEST DESCRIBED BY AN EXPERT. 


A Scene of Murder and Violence Entirely 
Uncontrolled by Law—How Unsuccessful 
Trappers Recruited Their Stores — The 
Annual Debauch of the Fur Hunters— 
The Silk Hat Ruins the Trade in Beaver 
Fur and Gives a Terrible Blow to the 
Basiness in General. 


Wm. H. Upham of Moorhead, Minn., passed 
through the city to-day on his way to New 
Orleans. Mr. Upham, who has been a res! 
dent of the Northwest for upwards of thirty 
years, spoke ofthe wonderful growth of that 
country within this period. ‘‘When I first 
went to Minnesota, said Mr. Upham, I 
settled about a hundred miles north 
of St. Paul, which was at the time 
the northern boundary of civilization. 
Everything north was wilderness, producing 
nothing but furs, and the entire population 
was sustained bythe fur-traders. Two great 
rival organizations were struggling for 
mastery in the country bordering the Red 
River of the North, the Hudson Bay Company 
and the American Fur Company. Toone or 
other of these companies every man in Minne- 
sota and what is now Manitoba was allied, and 
even the Indians took sides, those 
in Canadian’ territory holding to the 
Hudson Bay Company. while the 
Minnesota Sioux were friendly to the Ameri- 
can Fur Company. The deeds of violence that 
were perpetrated in those early days have 
never been told. It was all ‘‘Indian land’’ 
and law was never inyoked to settle any diffi- 
culties. During the early winter there was 
seldom any trouble, as all the men were busy 
gathering furs, and none had accumulated 
anything. But when the spring came and the 


fruits of the winter’s trapping were being 
brought into the various stations the trappers 
of both companies were in great danger. 
Nothing was eusier than for aman who 
been unsuccessful during the season to watch 
until a rival trapper came along with his pack, 
SEND A BULLET INTO HIM 
from behind a tree and take possession of his 
furs. No questions were ever asked by the 
ents, and no proof was possible. At Pem- 
bina I have seen halfa dozen trappers come 
in with packs offurs wrapped up in canvas, 
stamped with the seal ot the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, but no one thought of troubling them 
on that account, although every one knew how 
they had obtained them. On the other side of 
the line the same state of affairs prevailed, 
andthe trappers were exposed to constant 
danger. The Hudson Bay Company had one 
advantage over the American Fur Company,’’ 
continued Mr. Upham, and that was in the 
number of half-breeds intheir employ. The 
officers and agents of the company were 
nearly without exception Scotchmen, and 
they regularly married Indian women, some- 
timestwoor three atatime, and raised large 
families. When these grew up the men 
always went into the employ of the 
company, and enabled it to keep on the best 
—— ble terms with the Indians. These half - 
reeds were a peculiar race of men. They had 
both the Indian and Scotch characteristics 
had light straight hair, a dark skin, and 
often blue eyes. They had the heavy frame of 
the Scotchman, with the activity and spare- 
ness of the Indian, and were model trappers. 
But as couriers they made their great fame. 
Such runners I neversaw. When it was nec- 
es to send a message from one sta- 
tion to another, one of these half-breeds 
would carry a letter through pathiess woods 
and deep snow at therate of sixty miles a 
day for a week at atime. They were not given 
to violence, and did not play much ofa in 
the fights that were continually arising be- 
tween thetwo companies, but as woodsmen 
and trappers they were admirable. The 
American Fur Company had aclassof em- 
ployes who were almost as good in their way 
as the Scotch half-breeds. These were 
the French voyageurs and halt - 
breeds from the Mississippi Valley. The 
French never made good woodsmen and 
could not be relied onto act independently 
as the Scotch and American trappers did. 
It 8 simply impossible for a Creole to set 
ou

by himself and remain for months alone in the 
wilderness. They hated solitude, were not 
good ruuners and never could endure the 
snow-shoe work that formed so large a part 
of the life ef the trapper; but wherever «a 
canoe could float the voyageur was at home 
and he seemed te have a natural knack o 
getting along with the Indians and driving 
ees bargains with them. As soon as the ice 

roke up in the spring they would set off in 
parties of three and four, with a birch-bark 
canoe laden with goods suitable to the Indian 
trade, and would fearlessly thread the 
labyrinth of streams and lakes that is found in 
Northern Minnesota, would stay a week at oné 
Indian village, a a at another, and probably 
a month at a third, making themselves wel- 
come guests everywhere and always r ng 
with a large supply of furs. A merrier, 
lighter-hearted set of men never breathed.
